Britain Abolishes Death 
Penalty For Five Years 


PARLIAMENT’S. EXPERIMENT » 


London, Apr. 14.—The House of Commons to- 
day decided to abolish the death penalty for murder 
for a five-year test period—Reuter. . - 


Mr Sydney Silverman, a Labour 
solicitor,,supported by 200 Members 
of all parties, moved, ns n first step, 
ao new alause to the Criminal 
Justice Bill, to suspend the death 
penalty for murder for five years 
as an experiment. 

Describing the denth penalty as 
“a revolting and barbaric thing," he 
sald figures showed that there had 
been no increase of violence of 
murder in those countries abroad 
which had abolished it. 

The Government thinks abolition 
inopportune at the moment because 
of the increase In violence since the 
war and the numerical weakness of 
the police. ‘

a tall, sallow-faced Italian: Com-.

But the Slovenes’ were all: sure 
that the peasants in the valley were 
much worse off today. so 


A bricklayer of San Florian told 
me that he had gone to the other 
side in September last year with his 
wife and children thinking there 
would be much for him. to do there. 
“They paid me 148 dinars a day,” 
he sald; “but a kilogramme of bread - 
cost 130 dinars.” ‘ : 


That, however, he insisted, was . 
not the worst. “Everyone there ts: 
afrald to talk, afraid even to think.” 

He and his wife and children had © 
managed to escape. Many others 
had tried and been, caught. >
